P ro fesso r K iley 'a R ep o rt. 
In the last repo rt o f the co mmissio ner 
o f agriculture, Pro fesso r C. V. Riley 
states that the beetle kno wn to science us 
Dermestes v ulpinuH, uml in its larv al 
state to tanners as the “ dry hide wo rm,” 
came under his o bserv atio n in 1884 , fo r 
the first time, us u destro y er <» f bo o ts and 
sho es. 
The insect was first no tic» d in 
the establishment o f a who lesale manu­ 
facturer in St. Lo uis in the spring o f 
1884 , when a lo t o f bo o ts and sho es 
which had been shipped to so me So uth­ 
ern to wn were returned co ndemned us 
“ wo rmy .” 
This led to an ex aminatio n 
o f the sto ck in sto re, and the pro prieto r 
fo und, to his asto nishment, that there 
was justice in the co mplaints o f Ids cus­ 
to mer, and that sev eral bo x es o f heav y 
bo o ts and sho es which had b e e n packed 
fo r so me time were literally swarming 
with the insect in all stages o f dev elo p­ 
ment. 
This was the first time that he 
had ev er kno wn o f the ex istence o f such 
a ijest. 
Abo ut the same time the insects were 
fo und 
in 
numero us 
leather 
ho uses 
thro ugho ut the same city , and inv aded 
the manufacto ries. 
In the summer o f 
1883 public attentio n was called to the 
pest by v ario us o ral and ex aggerated ac­ 
co unts o f the “ grub” that wo rked un­ 
seen in the so les o f sho es, reducing them 
to mere shells, which crushed into frag­ 
ments when subjected to the pressure o f 
the fo o t in wearing. 
Ano ther case o f the destructiv e actio n 
rf this same beetle was bro ught to Pro ­ 
fesso r Riley ’s attentio n at abo ut the samo 
time by Mr. F. Eisenstein, o f » Sav annah, 
Ga., who se firm had instituted a lawsuit 
against the steamship co mpany , by reaso n 
o f damages do ne by the insect to bo o ts 
while in transit fro m Sav annah to Bo sto n. 
In the St. Lo uis cases, no ne o f the deal­ 
ers were able to trace the intro ductio n o f 
the insect fro m any particular wareho use 
o r tannery , but learno d fro m tanners that 
it was <juite co mmo n in o ld hides. 
In the wareho uses and manufacto ries 
the insect still retained its partiality ,fo r 
undressed leathers, and an ex aminatio n 
it o nce sho ws that the so les and heels o f 
o o o ts and sho es are mo re liable to injury 
tlian the uppers. 
It seems pro bable that 
the co mparativ e immunity o f the uppers is 
duo to the o ily dressing used in the fin­ 
ishing pro cesses. 
They do no t, ho wev er, 
entirely escape, fo r they are o ccasio nally 
fo und bo red by the larv a o r ro ughened 
o r Ero ded by the beetle. 
The wo rk o f the larv ae, bo th y o ung and 
full gro wn, co nsists in bo o ring smo o th, 
ro und channels in ev ery directio n thro ugh 
the leather, preferring, as abo v e stated, 
the so les and heels. 
A fav o rite place fo r 
entering the sho e is in the angle between 
the so le and heel, o r in the crev ice be­ 
tween the upper and the so le, a crack o f 
so me kind seeming to tx * necessary to 
enable them to get sufficient purchase to 
begin bo ring. 
The principal o ccupatio n o f the adult 
beetle is the pro pagatio n o f the six ties, 
y et it also is ft lather destro y er, gnawing 
and sco ring the surface o f the lx x >t o r 
6 ho e, but no t burro wing bo dily into its 
substance. 
Pro fesso r Riley states that when the 
insect ha3 already made an entrance into 
cases o f bo o ts and sho es, it will no t be a 
difficult matter to destro y it by a pro per 
use o f bisulphide o f carbo n. 
Of co urse, 
it wo uld be preferable to o v erhaul the 
co ntents o f each bo x tho ro ughly , and to 
treat the bo o ts in which the insect is 
fo und with benzine o r so me o ther effica­ 
cio us insecticide; but, where this canno t 
be do ne witho ut to o great ex pense, it will 
pro bably suffice to o pen each case and 
place an Open saucer o f the bisulphide o n 
to p o f the co ntents. 
The liquid will 
v o latiHze, and the v apo r will sink do wn 
thro ugh the mass, if the bo x be tight, 
and will kill the insects in their burro ws. 
As the natural ho me o f the insect is in 
hides, it dev o lv es upo n transpo rtatio n 
co mpanies that carry bo th made up leather 
go o ds and hides to ex ercise go me 
degree 
o f care and cleanliness, as they are o ther­ 
wise liable to lay themselv es o pen to 
dc mages pay able to the o wners o f the 
mo re ex pensiv e go o ds.—Scientific 
Ameri- 
j can.

O ne W om a n P refer« to Sta y In T ow n a nd 
E n joy th e L u x u ries o f H er O w n H om e. 
There is a woman who ranks among 
the half dozen richest of her sex in Now 
York, good looking, liked b y society « men 
and women alike, measurab ly y oung— 
not very far on either side of the liotxrid- 
ary line of 30, that is—who puzzles in 
summer every b ody who knows her. 
She 
never goes out of town. She has a cottage 
at Newjnirt, hut hits not ojiened it in five 
y ears; she has a house at Lenox, hut 
visits it only in the early spring, when 
the first flowers are peeping from under 
the snowdrifts, or in the late autunm, 
when the leaves are turning. 
She is a 
widow, hut it has never lx**n supposed 
that the vestiges of a grief which dot's not 
keep her from dancing in winter would 
shut her up witliin b rick walls in July . 
“W hat keeps y ou here in this weather?” 
a reporter asked her, as the sun b eat 
against the closed b linds two or three 
mornings ago. 
“I stay simply b ecause I like it,” she 
replied. 
“ New York is summer resort 
enough for me. Every b ody passes through 
the city from east, west, north or south 
on their way somewhere in course of the 
summer, and I meet more friends than I 
could in any other way . 
I have a fancy 
for b eing comfortab le, too, and summer 
is no time to try to b o comfortab le in the 
country . 
When it is hot there, of all 
times, one wants the conveniences of 
one's own home.” 
“ But don’t y ou pine for a sight of 
something green?” 
“ For the matter of that I havo grinm- 
ery enough here. 
Come to my garden, 
won’t y ou?” 
At mention of a garden the writer’s 
ey es opened wide, for the house, like 
many another in the city , covers every 
inch of ground b elonging to it that the 
b uilding laws allow. 
But my hostess led 
the way . not out, b ut up. 
Her garden 
was on the roof, and an elevator jogged 
lazily sky ward with us. 
A roof garden 
is a New York whimsy , and this roof 
was most elab orate. A light rail inclosed 
the elevated promenade, and this was 
completely hidden from view b y the rank 
growth of scarlet b ean, nasturtiums, morn­ 
ing glories and other climb ers that ran 
over it. 
Pots of palms, tree ferns and 
every known plant that will stand the 
fervors of a New York roof summer 
were disposed here and there, and b oxes 
of mignonette and vivid scarlet gera­ 
niums Hour is! u» d partly protected b y the 
shade. 
There were sweet peas in b los­ 
som, a tiny fountain play ed with anima­ 
tion and a hammock was swung in a 
corner under an awning. 
“You see, I am monarch of all I sur­ 
vey ,” and the hostess waived her hand 
over a torrid city . 
“It’s not a midday 
resort exactly , hut in the morning or at 
twilight not the Catskills themselves have 
a b etter b reeze. 
And then y ou know”— 
and the matter assumed an aspect not 
many city women think of—“ I can send 
two or three dozen fresh air children out 
for a fortnight’s holiday for less money 
than I have often spent in two or three 
day s’ outing my self.” 
The roof garden has its strong points 
indeed.—New York Mail and Express. 


THE CREOLE PLANTER’S HOME. 


A Sp:iri> u* M a n sion U n lit for C om fort, 
(leanti**a of an I n te r io r . 
The creole sugar planter b uilt his house 
for summer comfort. 
Ho mad** it with 
spacious chamb ers and wide halls, many 
windowed and with great doors, and 
then surrounded it with b road galleries 
to ward off the summer sun. 
Although 
those j Imitation mansions may not have 
any sjH*rial architectural b eauty , viewed 
b y modern b uilding lights, y et they 
please the ey e, and are imposing b y 
reason of their size and dignity , 
Manx 
of them are b uilt around an open court, 
insuring plenty <>f light and uir for each 
room. 
A1 » out an old house of this kind 
is nn atm*» sphere of large comfort and 
easy going content. 
There is no sparing 
of ground in inclosing the y ard; indeed, 
its dimensions are large enough to war­ 
rant the name of park. 
Alway s th*1 
house* Is b uilt far Uwk in the y ard, 
partly for privacy , partly to escape th** 
tooth of the tawny lion that chaf*w and 
frets and gnaws the levees that would 
coniine him 1*’tween their b anks. Every 
now and then the monster Mississippi 
makes a hideous meal of some fair garden. 
These houses are sure to lie well shaded 
with luxuriant foliage. 
Pecans arid 
live 
oa k s, orange and lemon trees, crai** my r­ 
tle and oleander, and a wilderness of 
sweet smelling shrutis adorn the grounds, 
while roses and jasmines riot every where. 
In the rear of this wilderness of flowers 
lie the vegetab le und fruit gardens, the 
jvmltry y ard, and dove cots musical with 
the soft cooings of innumerab le doves. 
When the creole b uilded his house in 
“ the city ” — New Orleans—there was 
some difference in structure. 
The house 
opened on tlie stn» et. and a gray stone 
arched entrance gave admission to tlw? 
porte cochere, b y which the interior was 
reached. 
High walls defined the limits 
of this territory , defy ing the scrutiny of 
possib le pry ing neighb ors. 
The French 
quarter ab ounds 
today in these old 
housi*s, tin* outside giving no hint of the 
b eauty of the interior. 
The dingy desert 
of a flagged y ard smiles and Uoesoms at 
every few steps into oases of b rilliant 
flowers and shrub s. 
Along the length of 
tiu* garden wall runs a raised b od of rich 
soil, and here riot and clamlier a tangle 
of creeping vines thHt thrust my riad fin­ 
gers into every crack and cranny , and 
each in rivalry of its neighb or racing 
headlong to the top to wave triumphantly 
aloft, in token of victory , long drooping 
pennons of green. 
Bub b ling, sparkling fountains rise and 
fall in the sunliglit, and in shelterod nooks 
one catches glimpses of great y ellow 
water jars I4g enough to hold the famous 
Forty of the “ Arab ian Nights.” 
These 
jars were once used to hold the drinking 
water of the family —Mississippi water 
that had b een filtered, and which the 
creole preferred to rain water. 
The Ixilconies of such a house are trans­ 
formed into cool arb ors b y vines which 
lay their long fingers upon every thing 
within reach. 
Behind the vines, in im­ 
provised b eds, grow and b lithely b loom 
many b right hued flowers. 
Caged b irds 
trill and pipe and chirp and warb le, 
seeming to have lost all sense of having 
once lx**n free wild things. 
The salons 
which ojen upon these galleries are lofty , 
spacious apartments, shut oil from each 
other b y means of great mahogany fold­ 
ing doors. 
The door knolis of quaint 
design and curious tracery of surface are 
of pure silver. 
Much handsome wain­ 
scoting of rare woods is to b e seen, and 
the b eautiful floors of b lack cy press wore 
tlie pride of the creole housekeeper, who 
in the old day s rarely used carpets, b ut 
preferred handsome mats and rugs of 
rich, b rilliant colors. 
The furniture of 
these old houses was costly and hand­ 
some, tlie most of it having b een im­ 
ported, as the owners held the American 
taste of that day in contempt. 
Some 
families y et retain their old furnishings, 
b ut poverty has forced many to sell them. 
Nowhere else in America are to b e 
found the spacious canopied b eds, the 
vast armoires with mirrored doors, the 
.quaint spindle legged dressing tab les, the 
massivo sideb oards and carving tab les, 
the huge dining tab les, the antique cab i­ 
nets, rich with carving and dark with 
age, mosaic tab les and drawing room 
suites of the time of Louis Quatorze, as 
are to b e seen in some creole houses in 
town and country . 
These memorials are 
dear to their possessors, who cling to the 
fashions of their ancestors in a wholly 
un-American way . Their homes, handed 
down from one generation to another, 
with such changes as are only ab solutely 
necessary to the inmates, are their most 
sacred possessions, ab out which cluster 
their fondest memories and hopes. 
Even 
the creole who lives in a rented house 
merely makes the acquaintance of the 
mover’s cart, clinging with limpet like 
tenacity to its walls, sometimes even unto 
the second generation. 
The creole housekeeper drapes her win­ 
dows and doors with soft flowing curtains, 
rarely using the stiiT, hideous, Holland 
shades. 
She b elieves in portieres, and hv 
means of these a large room can b e cun­ 
ningly furnished with the most private 
little nooks imaginab le. 
She lias not y et 
b een converted to the passion for b ric-a- 
b rac, and her walls are not tattooed with 
the multitude of meaningless decorations 
that strain the ey e in the average modern 
drawing room.—llarjier’s Bazar.
